After n layoff of more than three 
months milk dolivcrlca started In 
Richmond last week with the opening 
of tho local receiving plant by the 
Midwest Dairy Company, successor 
to the Milk Producers Marketing Co., 
who announce .that tho opening there 
Is to ho a trial to ascertain whether 
or not a sulllclent amount of milk can 
ho obtained to warrant the Company 
making tho plant a permanent receiv- 
ing station. 

Due to tho activities of Midwest 
ofTlcials there the past two weeks 
nine dairymen have signed coutracta 
with the Company. Thla Is not a 
Rufnclcnt number to warrant the 
opening of the plant there, but tt 1b in 
the hope that others will Join. The 
plan is to receive all milk delivered 
there antl nmkc delivery by truck to 
Burlington until July 1. It Is under- 
stood that the prices to be paid will 
be the same as prices paid for milk 
at evaporating plants during this 
period, until July 1. Then If tho 
amount of milk received hero war- 
rants, car shipments will bo made to 
Chicago, and lUild milk prices will bo 
paid. '' 



Supervisor Ray Paddock, of Wau- 
conda, reported to the county board 
that tho state highway ofllcinls waut 
action BO that they can take over 
Rand road, from Waucoudn, through 
Lake Zurich, to the couth county 
Hue. 

He declared that the paving on 
these two sections has been complet- 
ed for a year but that the state has 
been . unable to accept the road for 
■*' -ui 'i.lRrn"'i:hAt the property owners 
"WPTfot moved their rences back aa 
required. Because the road has not 
been accepted by tho atate it haa not 
received state supervision and In 
many places deep ruts exist at tho 
edges of Jie paving. 

'The bonrd voted to have tho road 
and bridge committee, Charles E. 
Ruasell, county superintendent of 
highways and States Attorney A. V. 
Smith go Into the matter. If tho pro- 
perty owners fall to act upon tho re- 
quest of tho committee and the coun- 
ty superintendent the states attorney 
will be authorized, to start compul- 
sory action.

Fox Lake to 
Get Refund of 
Antioch Road 



Tho powers that bo finally have 
succeeded In appropriating the re- 
fund that was due to Antioch. The 
fund appropriated for the Lake Vllla- 
Anlloch road amounting to $05,000 
was refunded to the county when the 
slate took over that road. Attemtits 
have been made before to "grab" this 
money. But It was not until last 
week that -they succeeded when Su- 
pervisor William. J. Stratton Intro- 
duced a resolution asking for the pav- 
ing of more than a mJlo of road ex- 
tending from tho present pavement to 
the railroad tracks at Fox Lake, an 
Improvement which has been badly 
needed for a long time, and tho board 
voted in favor of the project. 

The road is to be paved with funds 
nvailablo from tho balance of tho re- 
fund on tho Lake VIlla-Antloch road. 

The authorization of thla Improve- 
ment by tho hoard will enable the 
rond and bridge committee and tho 
county superintendent of highways 
get out plana and apecincatlons and 
call for bids In the near future. 

The board authorized the mainten- 
ance committee lo hire a man and 
team to maintain the road between 
Volo and Pox Lake at a salary of 
$105 a month. The maintenance 
work on .that road would ho done 
while the Antloch-Fox Lake o-oad was 
under repair. ^Vllen the latter high- 
way la completed, the actual Improve- 
ment of the Volo-Fox Lake road will 
be taken up.

First Drowning 
of Season at 

Fox River 

Chicago Man Loses His Life 

While Swimming 
Sunday- 
While half a dozen friends looked 
on helplessly, Ole Thomson, 42 yeara 
old was drowned In Fox river, west 
of Antioch, early Sur^day morning. 
This was the first drowning of the 
season In Lake county. 

Thoniaen, an automobile adces 
sory dealer at 3913 Lawrence avenue 
Chicago, had planned the week end 
outing for a week and had gone to 
the cottage of Otto Kramp, located 
at Fox River springs at a point where 
Richmond road crosses the river. He 
and Kramp and several other Chica- 
go friends. Including George Mueller, 
48-12 North Springlleld ave., Chicago, 
had gone to the cottage Saturday af- 
ternoon. 

About 8 o'clock Sunday morning 
Thomsen asked Mrs. Kramp for a 
bathing suit. After putting It on, he 
went to he pier and took a plunge 
into the river. It Is believed ho either 
struck the water too flatly, stunning 
him, or else he was seized with 
cramps. When he came up he wag 
.seen to be kickly helplessly, and the 
half dozen onlookers Jumped Into 
boats and went to rescue him. He 
went down for the last time, however, 
before they reached the spot. Grap- 
pling books were rushed to the scene 
and Dr. Beebe of Antioch was called. 
The body was recovered In ten minu- 
tes and friends worked over It until 
the arrival of the doctor and a lung- 
motor. Efforts to resuscitate him 
proved futile, however. 

Deputy Coroner Edward Conrad 
held the Inquest at the Kramp cottage 
Sunday afternoon, after which the 
body was taken to Strang's morgue, 
Antioch, and later to Chicago.

$35,000 Jewelry Robbery 

Near Highland Park 

Close upon the heels of the sensa- 
tional million dollar train robbery at 
Rondout Thursday night, came an- 
other daring holdup Monday noon- be- 
tween Lake Forest and HIghwood, 
when A. Zusman, of Chicago, a sales- 
man for the Central Jewelry Com- 
pany of that city, was slugged and 
robbed of SS5,000 worth of jewelry. 
The robbers drove away In a big 
black Hudson car and headed toward 
Antioch. 

The salesman had been forced to 
stop on the side of the road between 
Lake Forest and HIghwood In order 
to fix a tiro. Tho Hudson drove up 
beside him as he was working on the 
wheel and the men inside asked hini 
if be needed any help. 

"No," the man answered. "All I 
have to do la repair a tire and I'll be 
done in a few minutes." 

Then the throe visitor.'; got out of 
their machine and .stepped close to 
him. 

**Whnt have you got In that ma- 
chine?" asked one. 

*'0h, nothing. I'm just peddUng 
some Btuff around," the victim re- 
plied. 

Suddenly one of the trio shoved n 
gun into the salcHman's stomach, 
while another hit him over the head 
with a jack handle. The third reach- 
ed into tho automobile and jerked out 
the case which contained the jewelry. 
In a few seconds the robbery waa 
over and the robbers leaped Into their 
machine and drove off at full speed. 
About S;r),000 worth of jewels were 
in the grip, 

Tho Hudson headed toward Anti- 
och and was seen by several wit- 
nesses. It was reported to tho 
sheriff's ofllce that the three men had 
calmly stopped at the Smith stand at 
the Intersection of Rockland road and 
Grand avenue and hud had a bite to 
eat. Then they asked the o^nier tho 
host route to Antioch. 

Sheriff .Ahlstrom and hia deputies 
scoured the roads in the vicinity of 
Antioch Monday afternoon and ex- 
pected to get tho meu'lnto custody In 
a few hours. Deputies Tiffany and 
Wenlo were on the look out about An- 
tioch, while other olUcers wore patrol- 
ling the nearby highways.

life Job. This condiUon has already 
affected the enrollment In the College 
of Agriculture at the University 
where the number of students has de- 
creased about fifty per cent In the 
last few years. In some cases it is 
difficult to secure fair enrollment in 
our vo'cational departments becau.=e 
of the lack of Interest by the farm 
boys and In some cases by the farm- 
ers themselves. The boards of edu- 
cation are asking the question..

We will admit that farming Is not 
a prosperous business at the present 
lime, but we do believe that condi- 
tions will improve.

Discuss Repairs 
on Poor Farm 
Buildings 

Members of the county poor farm 
committee last week submitted to the 
supervisors a proposition for the re- 
placing of the dll.pidated bulldiugs 
at the poor farm, LibertyvIUe, by new 
and larger quarters. The recommend- 
ation was made that It would be un- 
wise to repair the old buildings as it 
would cost too much to put them Into 
condition. 

It was pointed out that if new 
buildings are constructed tho chronic 
patients at the county hospital cuuld 
be cared for at the poor farm at a 
big saving In cost to the county. The 
committee which made the recom- 
mendations consists of 13. C. Thomp- 
son, chairman: Chas. llarbaugh and 
C. M. Wilcox. 

The board named the building and 
grounds committee to meet with the 
poor farm committee to investigate 
the advisability of going ahead with 
tho building project and to report 
back their findings a ttho September 
meeting. 

Supervisor A. G. Maether stated 
that ho believed' tho county could 
build more cheaply next year, and it 
was explained that if the board de- 
cides to rebuild tho work probably 
could not be started until then, any- 
way.

COUNTY SEEKING REFUND OF 

HUGE SUM IN BACK TAXES 

Tho county lioard on last Tuesday 
took preliminary stops to start legal 
action against a large number of for- 
eign insurance companies for tho col- 
lection of thousands of dollars worth 
of back taxes covering a period of 25 
years. It Is estimated that these 
companies owe the county perhaps 
550,000 or 5100.000 or more. 

Tho supreme court recently decid- 
ed a case In favor of municipalities 
and counties, and It Is upon this that 
tho collections nro soughL Waukc- 
gan already has started legal action 
against tho alleged delinquent com- 
panies. 

It is planned to place tho account 
In tho hands of a tax expert named 
Gilbert In Chicago who will fight the 
case of the county and Waukcgan, as 
well as other Lake county towns on 
a percentage basis of perhaps 25 
per cent

"Wednesday caused a storm among 
the supervisors that would compare 
'Mvorably with the G, O. P. conven- 
tion. Flllowlng a hot discussion in 
which practically all of the supervis- 
ors Jumped to their feet to express 
their approval or denunciation, the 
board voted by 17 to 14 to require the 
names of nil persons and the amount 
of aid received from the county to be 
published, as a remedy for tho rapid- 
ly Increasing cost of keeping the 
poor. Supervisor W. a Blotsch of 
Highland Park, who started It all, de- 
clared that ho believed It would cause 
the unworthy to refrain from apply. 
i"g. and explained that it was not a 
plan to "humiliate" the worthy ones. 
He stated he would gladly take $100 
out of his own pocket any timo to 
help the worthy poor. 

The discussion followed tho presen- 
tation of a bin for 511.000 for caring 
for the poor of the wealthy North 
Shore townships during the Quarter. 
The cost of the poor of the remain- 
der ot the county was only 92,400. 

All told of the 540.000 appropriated 
for last year, this entire amount was 
expended in the North Shore towns, 
while the balance of the county ex- 
penditure was about ?S,000.00. 

Some of the aupcr^-isora felt that It 
•ihould be left lo the discussion of 
the supen-ieors as to whether appn. 
canta for aid are worthy, and as to 
the amount of aid they are to receive. 
Supervisor A. W. Vercoe, of High- 
land Park, declared that ho did not 
believe tho worthy wbuld object to 
having their names published. He 
said that tho reason for tho mounting 
coat of keeping the poor Is due large- 
ly to the fact that "politics" enters 
into the distribution of tho funds for 
tood, fuel and clothing.
